Iowa caucuses go to Dole; 
Forbes 4th in GOP race

DES MOINES, Iowa — Sen. Bob Dole scored a shaky 
victory in lowa’s Republican presidential caucuses 
Monday night as Pat Buchanan emerged from the GOP 
field to ready a conservative challenge in next week’s piv- 
otal New Hampshire primary. 

Former Tennessee Gov. Lamar Alexander ran third and 
hoped that would be enough to give his cash-poor cam- 
paign a fresh start for the five-week blitz of primaries like- 
ly to settle the nomination fight. 

All the candidates vowed to press on, but Iowa’s results 
were sobering to publishing heir Steve Forbes, who was a 
distant fourth, and may have dealt a fatal blow to Texas 
Sen. Phil Gramm, who ran fifth. 

President Clinton was unopposed in the state’s 


‘Democratic caucuses, and the bruising nature of the 


Republican race was a vivid reminder of Clinton’s luxury. 

Rivals rushed to assert that Dole’s win was hardly con- 
vincing, noting that he ran 10 points behind his 1988 
showing here. 

But Dole said his was hardly a weak showing, telling a 
victory rally, “We withstood a barrage of millions and mil- 
lions and millions of dollars of negative advertising and 
came out on top.” 

With 92 percent of the vote counted, Dole had 26 per- 
cent, to 23 percent for Buchanan. Alexander had 18 per- 
cent, Forbes 10 percent and Gramm 9 percent. Buchanan 
closed the lowa campaign imploring supporters of anti- 
abortion longshot Alan Keyes to rally to his side and will 
head to New Hampshire wishing he had been more suc- 
cessful: Keyes got 7 percent, a remarkable showing given 
his shoestring budget. _ 

Buchanan’s campaign manager, sister Bay Buchanan, 
was ecstatic, saying “there’s only one conservative left in 
this race ... we now go to New Hampshire with clear proof 
we can win this nomination.” 

New Hampshire is a Buchanan stronghold, the state 
where he got 37 percent to spark his. 1992 primary run 
against President Bush. But Dole vowed not to stumble 
there this time as he did after Iowa got him off to a win- 
ning start in 1988. 

Alexander said the results proved Dole a fragile front- 
runner and while congratulating Buchanan, he said the for- 
mer White House adviser’s protectionist trade views were

“dead wrong.” He said lowa had winnowed the GOP con- 
test to a three-man battle, as if Forbes did not exist. 

“T look forward to a race in New Hampshire with Senator 
Dole and Pat Buchanan.” 

Forbes took issue, insisting fourth place was “a good 
springboard into New Hampshire.” But just two weeks 
ago, Forbes was threatening Dole for the lead, riding the 
crest of a $4-million TV ad budget that shattered all 
records in the state. 

The Iowa voting took place in 2,142 precinct caucuses 
and closed a nearly yearlong campaign in the state. It 
appeared that turnout would fall short of 100,000, below 
the 1988 total and way below the record 130,000 predicted 
by state Republican leaders. 

Among caucus-goers, Buchanan was the clear choice of 
those who described themselves as very conservative or 
members of the religious right. In an entrance poll, one- 
fifth of the caucus-goers said they settled on their choice in 
the last three days; of those, Alexander and Buchanan 
were the clear beneficiaries. 

Dole was the overwhelming choice of Iowa’s elderly vot- 
ers, and caucus-goers said Dole’ age — he is 72 — would 
make no difference in his ability to be president. Iowans’ 
opinions were split on the flat tax, Forbes’ premiere issue 
— and even the flat-taxers preferred Dole and Buchanan to 
the millionaire publisher. : 

After New Hampshire comes a five-week march through 
30 states, with 70 percent of the GOP convention delegates 
to be chosen by the time California holds its March 26 pri- 
mary. That breakneck pace puts a premium on momentum 
and money. While Buchanan and Alexander could claim 
Iowa gave them the former, both needed to scramble to 
refill their campaign accounts. 

For Buchanan, Iowa was a sweet surprise. Just a week 
ago he had modest goals here, but he used his upset of 
Gramm in last week’s Louisiana caucuses to make the case 
to social conservatives that he was a stronger candidate 
than Gramm — against both Dole and Clinton. 

In advance, Dole rejected the notion that he should be 
judged by his 1988 showing, noting the field was smaller 
then and that for a month he has been the main target of 
Forbes’ relentless attack ads.

Family gives 
acres of sod 
to new temple

When early Salt Lake Temple stone- 
cutter John Ault was making the 35- 
mile walk from Cedar Valley to Salt 
Lake City once a week, he didn’t real- 
ize that he would be laying the 
groundwork for the building of Utah’s 
ninth temple. 

Ault’s great-great grandson, Howard 
Ault, is part of a crew now laying all 
the grass for the nearly-completed 
Mount ‘Timpanogos Temple in 
American Fork for The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

The crew consists of Ault’s wife, 
Lurae, his five children, 28 grandchil- 
dren and a large group of Eagle Scout 
project helpers. The pay. consists of 
nothing. 

“It’s really been.a great experience 
for all of us as a family,” Lurae said. 

Howard is a lifetime farmer who 
started the Sure-Gro Turf Farm 18 
years ago in Cedar Valley, located 15 
miles west of the Utah Valley temple 
Site. 

Upon announcement of the temple 
two years ago,.Ault wanted to donate 
the job of laying the seven-and-a-half 
acres of sod. 

He finally began laying the sod last 
fall, completing approximately one- 
third of the grass before the 
November snow. The rest will be laid 
this spring. 

The original idea was to make the 
sod laying a family project, said his 
wife, Lurae, but that was more easily 
said than done. 

“At first he wanted our family to do 
all of the installing,” Lurae said, “but 
so many people called and wanted to 
be involved, that we had to organize 
something.” 

To solve the problem of organiza- 
tion, the Aults recruited three of their 
grandchildren, Eric Ault, Ryan 
Warner and Jeff Olsen, to use the sod- 
laying as their Boy Scout Eagle 
Projects. 

Each of the boys oversaw a section 
of the project, rounded up helping 
hands and served refreshments — 
some of which were donated. 

Howard said one night the boys 
went up to the register at Albertson’s 
with several carts of doughnuts and 
hot chocolate. When asked what they 
planned to do with all the treats, the 
boys said they were giving them to 
the volunteers at the temple site. 

“The manager then said, ‘we'll just 
let you-have it all,’ ” Howard said. 

The charitable community project 
headed by the Aults was not supposed 
to be an attention-getter. But the orig- 
inality of this family’s services has | 
landed their story in at least three 
local newspapers. 

Lurae said almost every one of their 
28 grandchildren has assisted in the 
sod-laying “even down to the little, 
tiny 2- and 3-year-olds. They were all 
helpful,” she said. 

Project landscapers worried that 
Ault’s donated sod might be inferior 
to some they might have purchased. 
But Ault said he specially grew a cer- 
tain variety of Kentucky blue-grass 
that stays green without much fertiliz- 
er and grows slower than the average 
grass (for less frequent mowing).

Clinton nominated for Nobel Peace Prize 


OSLO, Norway — President Clinton and his peace emissary for Bosnia, 
Richard Holbrooke, are among 103 people and organizations so far nominated 
for this year’s Nobel Peace Prize. 

Imprisoned Chinese dissident and human rights activist Wei Jingsheng 
received multiple nominations. 

In keeping with the prize committee’s tradition of secrecy, the non-voting 
secretary, Geir Lundestad, refused comment, Monday on the names of candi- 
dates. 

He would say only that 82 individuals and 21 organizations had been nomi- 
nated as of Monday, but proposals postmarked by the Jan. 31 nomination dead- 
line were continuing to arrive in Oslo and still could be included. 

The Oslo-based Norwegian Nobel Committee never discloses the names of 
candidates, partly to protect those struggling against oppressive regimes. 

However, names of some candidates become public, usually because those 
making the nominations announce them. 

This year, known candidates include Clinton and Holbrooke, a U.S. assistant 
secretary of state, for their efforts to bring peace to Bosnia. 


Federal Reserve chair may be returning 


WASHINGTON — Alan Greenspan has been whispering economic advice 
into the ears of Republican presidents going back to Nixon, but that doesn’t 
mean he can’t be Bill Clinton’s man. 

Indeed, the Democratic president appears set to nominate Greenspan for a 
third four-year term as Federal Reserve chairman in large part because of his 
Republican credentials. 

The White House insisted Monday that the president had received no recom- 
mendations yet from his National Economic Council, but administration offi- 
cials, who spoke on condition of anonymity, said there were no other candi- 
dates. Some officials had expected the Greenspan appointment last week. But 
they said the announcement was delayed because of trouble filling two other 
vacancies on the seven-member Federal Reserve board. 


Surgery may bring smile to 7-year-old girl 


LOS ANGELES — She still can’t frown, pout or smile. But this Valentine’s 
Day, there’s a faint trace of happiness on the face of the girl with the grumpy 
look. 

“The corner of her mouth is moving up. It’s not quite a smile there, but it’s 
starting to pull up,” her mother, Lori Thomas, said Monday. 

The corners of 7-year-old Chelsey Thomas’ mouth sag because she was born 
without a nerve that transmits commands to facial-muscles. The condition, 
Moebius syndrome, afflicts about 1,000 Americans. 

During eight hours of delicate surgery on Dec. 15, doctors removed muscle 
and nerve from Chelsey’s leg and transplanted them to one side of her face. She 
will undergo surgery on the other side in April at Kaiser Permanente Medical 
Center. 


After the first operation, doctors told the family it would take up to two 


months to learn if the surgery succeeded. 


Utah bill would expand maternity coverage 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah Senate advanced a bill Monday aimed at 
ending so-called “drive-through deliveries” of babies by increasing the amount 
of insurance coverage for postpartum care. 

The measure, sponsored by Senate Minority Leader Scott Howell, D-Sandy, 
would specify that if a policy includes coverage for maternity care, it may not 
provide less than 48 hours of medical care for a mother and newborn child. 

If the delivery is by Caesarean section, coverage must provide for 96 hours of 
‘care. 

The time period could be shortened by the woman’s doctor in consultation 
with her. 

» At present, Howell said, many insurance companies provide for only 24 
hours of care, which often results in problems for the child such as jaundice or 
improper lactation. 

“This bill will accomplish the goal’ of healthier, happier babies and mothers 
while keeping government in its proper role,” Howell said. 

The measure was unanimously advanced by the Senate with a vote of 25-0. It 
likely will come up for final passage on Tuesday.

Ute tribe asks University of Utah for respect, recogniti}

SALT LAKE CITY — Their name 
may be the campus insignia, but Ute 
tribal members say they get little 
recognition from the University of 
Utah. 

“The use of the name has a lot of 
attachments from the tribe’s point of 
view, and we've had a lot of comment 
and discussion as to what is proper,” 
said Larry Blackhair, White River 
representative on the Ute Tribal 
Council. 

University President Arthur K. 
Smith, in meeting with tribal leaders 
to discuss recruiting and scholarships 
last month, offered to drop the Ute 
name if its use by the school is 
viewed as offensive. 


Tribal council members are formu- 
lating a response to Smith’s proposal 
but hope to meet again with universi- 
ty officials to talk about the Ute name 
and educational opportunities for Ute 
students. 

“We are saying, ‘If you want to 
honor us, don’t paint your faces. red 
and ride around on a horse carrying a 
spear, but turn around and make a 
positive, beneficial response to the 
Native American people of Utah,’” 
said tribal spokesman ‘Larry 
Cesspooch. 

In the 1960s, the university actively 
recruited, assisted and offered finan- 
cial help to ‘Ute students in a “real 
partnership,” Cesspooch said. 

Now, Ute tribal leaders contend

Police kill husband 
in domestic dispute

LAYTON — Police shot and killed 
an 18-year-old man who had fired at 
officers outside his mobile home 
Monday morning. 

Michael Stanfield was transported to 
Davis North Hospital, where he died a 
few hours after the shooting that 
resulted from a domestic fight. 

Stanfield’s 18-year-old wife, 
Mandy, reportedly went to a neigh- 
bor’s. house to call police after her 
husband fired a shot at her. She was 
uninjured. 

A police SWAT team surrounded 
the house and demanded Stanfield 
surrender. Stanfield emerged from the 
home with a semi-automatic handgun 
in his belt. 

“The officers asked him to drop the 
gun — he didn’t,” said Sgt. Dale May 
of the Layton Police Department. “He 
pointed the gun toward the officers 
and the officers returned fire.” 

No officers were injured. 

“(Stanfield) went for his gun and 
pointed it at the officers, shot two or 
three rounds and the officers shot 
back,” said eyewitness Raul Rivera, 
who was working at a nearby shop 
when the shooting occurred. 

Authorities said two police officers 
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were put on paid administrative leave 
pending the outcome of an investiga- 
tion of the shooting. 

Police said they “had been called to 
the residence in the past to resolve 
domestic disputes. The couple had 
been married 18 months and have an 
infant child. 

“This could happen anywhere,” said 
property manager Randy Banks. 
“This could happen in the nicest of 
homes, right next door to you.” 

Meantime, police, equipped with 
metal detectors in search of stray bul- 
lets, came across three pipe bombs on 
the property, KTVX reported. Police 
could not be reached to confirm the 
information.

The cost of the program depends on 
contracts the city uses. 

“The contracts are redone every two 
or three years,” Serr said. “The last 
contract was for $120,000.” 

Jason Lund, shift leader at Kinko’s 
Copies located at 19 N. University 
Ave., said he’s noticed the lights seem 
more in unison. 

“The main roads are better but it 
does make the side roads slower. Now 
I go to lights where I can turn right 
and get on the main road,” he said. 

Julie Shaw, an employee at Piper 
Jaffray located at 1 E. Center St., said 
she now allows more time for driving 
during her lunch break. 

“IT go home for lunch and traffic is 
busy at noon,” she said. “Sometimes I 
take Freedom Boulevard because it’s 
quicker.” 

Shaw said traffic on University 
Avenue is busy at 3 p.m. when she 
goes home. 

“Sometimes I get frustrated with the 
traffic, but it depends on what kind of 
mood I’m in,” she said. 


sts aim to free Japanese bus 


early Saturday morning. 

The rescue drama has dominated 
national news coverage and trauma- 
tized Furubira, a tight-knit fishing vil- 
lage in northern Japan, where many of 
the 5,000 residents knew at least one 
of the 19 people on the bus. Another 
person was believed trapped in a pas- 
senger car, 

The accident occurred on the rugged 
windswept coastline of Hokkaido, 
Japan’s northernmost main island, 
about 550 miles north of Tokyo. 

A huge boulder slipped off the 
mountainside and pierced the roof of 
the highway tunnel, trapping the bus 
in a shower of rubble. 

The cause of the accident was not 
clear, but some officials speculated 
that the slab of rock may have broken 
free because of a fissure in the moun- 
tainside developed over the years by 
water seeping into cracks and freez- 
ing, forcing the cracks to widen. 

Rescue workers tried to topple the 
boulder into the sea by placing dyna- 
mite in it and setting off an explosion. 
But in two explosions Sunday and 
Monday, the boulder budged only 
slightly. 

The blast on Monday left the huge 
rock with a hollow at its base that left 
it looking dangerously unstable. The 
boulder, 70 yards tall and 40 yards 
wide, is believed to weigh about 
50,000 tons.

Ireland, Britain seek peace

{ LONDON — Hoping to prevent 
more killing by the Irish Republican 
Army, the British and Irish govern- 
ments searched Monday for common 
ground in promoting peace talks in 
Northern Ireland. 

Both governments spoke of a need 
for compromise and insisted the Sinn 
Fein party had no place at the bar- 
gaining table until it disavowed the 
bloody tactics of its IRA allies. 

The IRA broke its 17-month-long 
cease-fire last Friday with a bomb in 
the Docklands district of east London 
that killed two people, wounded 37 
and caused an estimated $125 million 
damage. 

Workers returning to the area’s high- 
rise offices on Monday were met by 
police roadblocks and officers carry- 
ing automatic weapons. 

“The IRA will never bomb their way 
to the negotiating table,” British 
Prime Minister John Major said in a 
televised address to the nation 
Monday night. + 

Irish Prime Minister John Bruton 
said his immediate goal is to get a 
statement from the IRA’s ruling coun- 
cil that the cease-fire has been rein- 
stated. 

In September 1994, when the IRA 
announced an end to its quarter-centu- 
ry armed campaign to end British rule 
in Northern Ireland, hopes were high 
that the province’s troubles were near- 
ing an end. : 

Those hopes increased when 


Protestant militias that supported 
British rule declared a truce later in 
the year. 

But the peace process became dead- 
locked over a demand by Britain and 
by Protestants that the IRA start dis- 
arming before talks were held on the 
province’s future. 

In Belfast, a group of women who 
lost loved ones in Northern Ireland’s 
violence from 1969 to 1994 organized 
a rally for peace near City Hall — 
where President Clinton hailed the 
peace two months ago. 

“I was sitting on my own, the TV 
off,’ said one of the speakers, Maria 
McShane, who lost her left eye and 
later her oldest son to the violence. 

“Me sister rang me: “Did you hear 
the news?’ I cried and cried,” Mrs. 
McShane said, her voice breaking. 

Earlier Monday, Major told the 
House of Commons that “the ball is in 
the court of Sinn Fein and the IRA, if 
indeed that distinction means any- 
thing. It is for them to show through 
their words and actions whether they 
have a part of play in the peace 
process or not.” 

“Sinn Fein must decide whether 
they are a front for the IRA ora 
democratic political party committed 
to the ballot and not the bullet,” he 
said. 

Jean Kennedy Smith, the U.S. 
ambassador to Ireland, said it was 
wrong to shut out Sinn Fein leader 
Gerry Adams, saying that if he “is out 
of the picture, there is no peace 
process. :

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‘Exciting’ summer jobs - 
require caution, research 


Earn $2,000 per month or more working in the fun and sun on a cruise ship! 
Make thousands in Alaska canneries! Room and board included! And transporta- 
tion! Have the best summer of your life working in a national park! 

The lure of a well-spent summer making thousands and thousands of dollars for 
school is tempting to many college students each year, and various marketing com- 
panies, resorts, cruise lines, and other businesses specifically target them to work 
during the summer rush. Quite often the promises made pay off for students who 
venture into the realms of mysterious employment, and they return to school with 
surplus cash. However, students need to be aware of the circumstances that they’re 
hired under and the work they will be required to do. 

‘Many times students are hired by a company but not told what kind of work they 
will be required to do until they arrive on the job. A female BYU student who was 
hired to work at a lodge and resort near Glacier National Park in Montana said she 
wasn’t told what job she was hired for, just that she was hired. She commented that 
her job could have been anything from housekeeping to grounds crew to conces-- 
sions vender; she would have found out when she arrived in Montana. 

Also, students are sometimes unaware of the situations under which they will be 
working. Cannery employees in Alaska are often asked to work extremely long 
shifts of hard physical labor. Students hired to pick pineapple on plantations in 
Hawaii often work grueling hours in the intense tropical sun. It is extremely impor- 
tant that students are aware of the work they will be required to do before being 
hired and that they question prospective employers extensively about what will be 


expected of them. 


‘There are also unexpected expenses sometimes involved with this sort of employ- 
ment. Summer employees are often asked to pay for their own transportation, food, 
or pricey accommodations. Frequently the cost of lodging is deducted directly 
from the paycheck, so employees receive less than was initially understood. 

Often the lure of such jobs is the thrill of exotic locations or summer-long recre- 
ation opportunities. Students should be aware of the time demands of their job and 
the shifts they will be expected to work. Pest control sales frequently require not 
only long days selling door-to-door, but off-hours spent contacting clients on the 


telephone. 


‘It is also important that students be extremely cautious spending money on such 
employment opportunities. For example, the telephone number accompanying 
cruise ship advertisements in the want ads is often not to set up an interview but to 
send anywhere from $25 to $50 for a listing of all the cruise lines that are hiring. 
Then getting employment on a cruise ship becomes like getting any other job — 


risky. 


‘Students must be aware before accepting “exciting” jobs for the summer. While 
most have good experiences and have the memorable summer promised by 
employers, caution should be exercised and the company researched in order to 
avoid falling victim to a nightmare summer job.

Panel discusses public worship |

- A desire to protect religious rights in 
public places — including schools — 
has prompted two congressional bills, 
both discussed in a religious equality 
conference sponsored by BYU Law 
School’s Federalist Society Monday. 
Walter E. Dellinger III, associate 
Attorney General in the United States 
Department of Justice; John H. 
Garvey, a professor at Notre Dame 
Law School and Steven T. McFarland, 


He believes recent Supreme Court 
cases strongly endorse anti-discrimi- 
natory practices and that case-by-case 
language is a better way to guarantee 
religious equality than an amendment. 

Garvey agreed on the Supreme 
Court’s trend toward religious neutral- 
ity and equality, especially in cases of 
government benefits. 


“The trend in cases is to treat every-_ 


one equally and neutrally,” he said. 
He said the amendments would not 

conflict with First Amendment provi- 

sions and in most cases, wouldn’t be 


director of the ==>» 7)1)¢h different.

They disagreed on the necessity for 
a constitutional amendment to protect 
against religious discrimination. 

“Constitutional misinterpretation 
necessarily requires a constitutional 
remedy,” McFarland said.

He said the Supreme Court’s “piece- 
meai” way of deciding cases is too 
long and the cost too high for individ- 
ual fundamental freedoms. 

Examples given of high litigation 
costs included distributing religious 
pamphlets or a high school valedicto- 
rian including religious remarks in an 
address. 

“The costliest price,” McFarland 
said, “is the years of lost exercise of 
fundamental freedoms-by parents, stu- 
dents and workers solely because of 
their religious beliefs.” 

Dellinger, who advises President 
Clinton on constitutional issues, is. 
more satisfied with the United States 
Supreme Court’s decisions. 

“A new constitutional amendment 
seems troublesome,” he said.

Amy Christiansen led BYU’s 
women’s track team at the Frank 
Sevigne: Husker Invitational, in 
Lincoln, Neb., Saturday, by increas- 
ing her NCAA qualifying mark and 
adding to her BYU record with a 20- 
pound weight throw of 54-8 3/4. 

Assistant coach Richard Legas said 
the competition at Saturday’s invita- 
tional was tough and could be compa- 
rable to the national championships. 

The competition against top per- 
formers allowed the women to get a 
feel of what to expect at nationals. 

“Tough competition makes you per- 
form better,” Christiansen said. 

Christiansen is now ranked fourth in 
the nation in the 20-pound throw.

Windy Jorgensen ran her fastest 
time ever in the 55-meter dash with a 
time of 6.92 seconds giving her a high 
provisional qualifying mark for 
nationals.

Moon trial begins 
against wife’s will 
Associated Press 


RICHMOND, Texas — Warren 
Moon heads to court Tuesday to face 
a spousal abuse charge pursued by 
prosecutors despite pleas from the 
quarterback’s wife to drop the case. 

The misdemeanor domestic violence 
case has taken several different turns 
in the seven months since Moon’s 
panicked 7-year-old son Jeffrey 
placed a 911 call to police. 

With trial set to begin before Fort 
Bend County Court-At-Law Judge 
Larry Wagenbach, it has become a 
test of wills between Moon, who has 
refused to enter a guilty plea, and 
prosecutors who have threatened to 
put his wife, Felicia, and son on the 
witness stand. 

“I’m very confident that it’s going to 
work out okay,’ Moon, looking 
relaxed, said Sunday while attending 
the NBA All-Star game in San 
Antonio. 

Felicia Moon repeatedly has pleaded 
with Fort Bend County prosecutor 
John Healey to drop the misdemeanor 
assault charge, saying Healey is using 
his authority to take a private family 
matter public. 

Moon has admitted that he “lost 

control” during an argument with 
Felicia Moon last July 18, but his 
lawyer says the Minnesota Vikings 
star has rejected several plea offers. 
- “They want a trial. We’re going to 
have a trial,” lawyer Rusty Hardin 
said. “J just cannot live with some- 
body walking in and pleading guilty 
to something he’s not guilty of.” 

On the day of the attack, Felicia 
Moon — a former board member for 
a Fort Bend County women’s shelter 
— told police her husband struck her 
on the head with an open hand and 
choked her to the point of losing con- 
sciousness. 

She broke free and fled in her car. 
Moon pursued in a chase that report- 
edly reached speeds of 100. mph. 
Felicia Moon said she evaded her hus- 
band and returned to their home, 
where police were waiting.

Kasparov strikes back 
against chess machine 


PHILADELPHIA — Stung for the 
first time by defeat to a machine, 
world champion Garry Kasparov 
battled back to beat the world’s 
strongest chess computer and even the 
six-game series at one game apiece. 

Matched against Deep Blue, an 
IBM computer that calculates 200 
million moves per second, Kasparov 
triumphed in 73 moves Sunday with a 
masterly display of long-range tacti- 
cal thinking. 

Feng-hsiung Hsu, Deep Blue’s 
architect and principal designer, 
ceded defeat after 5 hours, 45 min- 
utes. The third game is scheduled for 
today between Kasparov and the com- 
puter specially created to beat him. 

Kasparov, 32, born in Azerbaijan but 
raised in Moscow, was a child chess 
prodigy who became the youngest 
world champion in history at 22 by 
defeating Russian rival Anatoly 
Karpov in 1985. 

In 1989, Kasparov proved critics 
wrong by handily defeating Deep 
Thought, IBM’s prototype for Deep 
Blue. IBM programmers went back to 
the drawing board to boost the com- 
puter’s calculating power and refine 
its strategies.

It is said that there are only two sure 
things in life: death and taxes. While 
most students don’t worry too much 
about dying, it’s time to worry about 
filing taxes. 

Fortunately, the Internal Revenue 
Service and BYU are helping to fill 
out tax forms correctly and a little 
easier. 

Volunteers at BYU are available to 
help students file their taxes as part of 
the IRS Volunteer Income Tax 
Assistance Program. 

The service will begin on February 
20.and run until April 5 on the fourth 
floor of the Wilkinson Center from 9 


a.m. to 5.p.m. Monday through: 
Friday. 
This year, the IRS expanded 


' TeleFile, the file-by-phone program, 


nationwide. Those taxpayers who use 
the 1040EZ form are now able to use 
a touch-tone phone instead. 

The taxpayer provides requested 
income information, then TeleFile 
will compute the tax and announce 
the taxpayer’s refund or how much 
more tax is due. The entire transaction 
will take less than 10 minutes. 

To be eligible for TeleFile, a taxpay- 
er must receive the special tax booklet 
containing the personal identification 
number. 

They also need to be single with no 
dependents, have a taxable income of 
less than $50,000, have filed a tax 
return previously, and be at the same 
address as last year.

“Happily married white couple, fun 
loving and financially secure, eager to 
adopt newborn to love and care for.” 

This advertisement in today’s classi- 
fieds of The Daily Universe expresses 
just one couple’s desire to adopt a 
child, but the struggle to find a birth 
father willing to give his baby up for 
adoption is changing with Utah’s 
newest laws concerning the rights of 
the birth father. 

Last May, Utah laws were changed 
to give more responsibility to the 
birth father if he wants to prevent the 
birth mother from giving the child up 
for adoption, 

In order for,the birth father to have 
any rights concerning his child, he 
must régister his paternity through 
vital statistics and petition the courts 
stating how he plans to support the 
child and how he will support the 
birth mother financially, said Sharol 
Waddoups, director of the Children’s 
Aid Society of Utah in Ogden. 

“T think it is probably a good change 
but it will make it a little tougher for 
the birth father,” said Jim Wetzel, 
director of the Utah Adoption Service 
for Women. 

“He will have to make an effort to 
show paternity. If the birth father 
wants to raise a child he needs to 
show an interest all along,” he said. 

Wetzel said if the birth father does- 
n't do something by the time the birth 
mother gives up her rights — which is 
at least 24 hours after the baby is born 
—— then the agency calls the state and 
they do a paternity search through 
vital records and if the search is nega-

hoiding block, which up until now has 
been inhabited only by one man, 
Bosnian Serb Dusan Tadic. 

The officers’ detention on Jan. 30 on 
suspicion of war crimes enraged the 
Serbs and endangered the internation- 
al effort to build peace in Bosnia. 
Rebel Serbs had suspended contacts 
with the Bosnian government and the 
NATO-led peace force in retaliation. 

NATO said the two men were being 
sent to The Hague for further investi- 
gation. The officers have not been 
charged. 

Bosnia’s ambassador to the United 
Nations, Muhamed Sacirbey, told 
Associated Press Television that the 
two officers may have information 
that “is very sensitive, and could be 
very damning to both the military and 
to the .political structures in 
Belgrade.” 

The sudden move came after 
Richard Holbrooke, the U.S. mediator 
who crafted the Bosnian peace plan, 
flew in to try to break a deadlock in 
the peace process caused by the 
arrests. 

Shipping off the two officers could 
be a face-saving way for the Bosnian 
government to release the men and

tive, the rights of the father are given 


up. 
“The agencies want the birth mother 


to make the best choice for them,” J. 


Wetzel said. “Typically the relation- 
ship has been poor between the birth 
mother and father. We try to get the 
birth father in and talk to him.” 

Both Waddoups and Wetzel agree 
that the birth father has the responsi- 
bility to follow up on his actions. 

“T think that if you have sexual rela- 
tions with someone you need to be 
aware of the consequences and know 
if there is a pregnancy or not,” Wetzel 
said. “You need to be aware of it, 
speaking from the male point of view 
and as a father.” 

Utah adoption agencies are trying to 
protect the rights of the adoptee by 
assisting and counseling the birth 
mother and adoptive parents. 

“The laws intend to prevent any- 
thing like Baby Jessica (where the 
birth mother wanted her child back) 
from happening in Utah,” Waddoups 
said. 

“The law is directed toward protect- 
ing children. Everyone can’t have 
equal rights — it just won’t work. 
They look at who’s most vulnerable. 
It’s the children, and their rights 
should come first,” she said. 

At the Children’s Aid Society of 
Utah, birth mothers go through a 
counseling program 30 weeks long, 
both before and after birth where 
decision-making and life-skills are 
taught. 

There is no parental consent law for 
adoption, Waddoups pointed out. 
“Legally if they are old enough to 
conceive they can decide.” 

“We really emphasize that the birth 
mother weighs her decision because it 
is such a life-long decision,” 
Waddoups said. “It affects their whole 


life.”

back out of a situation that threatened 
to shred the entire peace process. 
Still, the government’s move could 
exacerbate tensions if the Serb offi- 
cers are indicted quickly or provide 
evidence against new suspects.
